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In view of the above, therefoie, Applicant respectfully submits that Meyers does not 
disclose each and every element of Applicant's invention and claims 1 and 2 are not anticipated 
thereby. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 3 under 35 USC 102 as being anticipated by 
Maruyama, stating that Maruyama discloses an image pickup lens that has a lens body 201 
wherein at least one of ihe faces of the lens body is formed into an aspherical shape and at 
least one of a fiist face of the leas body adjacent an object and a second face of the lens body 
adjacent an image pickup surface is a Ffesnel face n. 

AppKcant has carefiiUy reviewed Maniyama and respect&lly submits that Maruyama is 
for a device entirely different from AppUcant's invention. Ih particular, Maruyama is a lens to 
beutilizedinanopticaldislcreaderandisnotanimagepickaplais. Still further, Maruyama 
recfuires a difS&action element and Applicant respectfiilly submiis that the diffiaction element of 
Maruyama is not a Fresnel fece. In particular. Applicant xe??>ectfully submits lhat n is a 
diffraction lens which is used in combination with the refractive lens of Maruyama to correct the 
chromatic aberration of the refractive lens (see col. 1 1, lines 5-7 and lines 45-48). Still further, 
the smfece ri is curved and not flat. 

In view of the above, therefore. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1 and 3 are not 
anticipated by Maruyama. StiU further, Apphcant respectfully submits that neither Maruyama 
nor Meyers discloses that the first lens piece and ttte second lens piece would be made from 
different materials as is required by Applicant's claim 4. 

Attached hereto is a mafked-up version of the changes made to the specification and 
claims by the current amendment. The attached page is cottoned 'Version with markings to 
show changes made." 

In view of the above, therefore, it is respectfully requested that this Amendment be 
entered, favorably considered and the case passed to issue.
